The  telegraph"  has  scarcely  ceased  its  tale 
of  Amerioan  woe,  when  we  are  called  apoo 
to  moure  the  death  of  another  earnest  advo- 
oate  of  the  rights  o(  mankind— another  super- 
human worker  in  the  cause  of  humanity. 
Richard  Cobden,  the  reformer  and  philan- 
thropist is  dead.  Brief  is  the  announcement 
of  this  more  than  national  loss.  We  are 
simply  told  that  on  the  2nd  April  the  great 
statesman  passed  away,  like  him  whose 
untimely  death  the  neighboring  nation  just 
now  deplores,  Mr.  Cobden  rose  as  it  were 
from  the  "  ranks."  Hie  father  owned  and 
cultivated  a  little  property  at  Dnnford, Sussex, 
where  Richard  was  born  in  1804.  The  elder 
Cobden  died  while  the  eon  was  yet  yoeng, 
end  left  the  family  in  rather  poor  circum- 
stances. The  boy  obtained  a  situation  io  a 
warehouse  owned  by  his  unole,  end  applied 
himself  so  assiduously  to  his  duties  that  in 
the  course  of  time  he  beoame  a  partner  in  a 
Manchester    House.

He  was  essentially  a  man 
of  peace— a  detester  of  war.  It  was  on  the 
snore  of  this  ejcessive  humanity  that  he  lost 
bis  seat  in  1857  when  Lord  Palmereton  ap- 
pealed to  the  country  on  the  Chinees  policy. 
He  was,  howeter.kept  bnt  a  abort  time  oat  of 
Parliamentary  life ;  while  in  America  io  1659 
he  was  elected  for  the  borough  of  Rochdale 
and  continued  to  represent  it  till  his  death. 
He  was  offered  by  Lord  Palmerston,  during 
the  present  Parliament,  the  position  of  Pre- 
eident  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  but  refused  It 
Mr.  Cobden'.  greatest  .obieeement  of  late 
years  was  the  initiation  and  negotiation  of 
the  Commercial  Treaty  with  France.  In  this 
important  work  he  waa  opposed  by  many  of 
the  prominent  statesmen  of  the  day  and 
sssailed  bitterly  by  the  London  Times ; 
but,  as  in  all  his  other,  undertakings, 
ke  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  his 
way  and  carried  the  matter  through  to  a 
successful  issue.  His  foresight  is  now  ac- 
knowledged by.  his  former  opponents  and  the 
Treaty  instead  of  bringing  ruin  and  desola- 
tion on  England  has  become  produotire  of 
an  immense  good.  Mr.  Cobden  bad  boon 
for  some  time  subject  to  bronchial  affections 
which  hare  doubtless  been  the  cause  of  his 
death.  His  decease  will  be  deeply  mourned

against  their  feudal  corn-law  plunderers.'' 
Cobden  was  right.   In  two  years  after  be  was 
elected  by  the  constituency  that  had  refused 
him  in  '37,  and  his  voice  waa  added  in  Par- 
liament  to    those  who  were  struggling 
against   the   landed   wealth   and  power 
of  the   country.    That  voioe,  however, 
waa  not  a  potent  one  at  first.  Powerful 
enough  it  was  outside,  bnt  Mr.  Cobden  wae 
looked  upon  by  the  aristocratic  Commoners 
as  a  parvenu— a  demagogue.

The  President  directs  that,  except  immigrant 
passengere  directly  entering  an  American  port  by 
sea,  henceforth  no  txaveler  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  the  United  States  from  a  foreign  country 
without  a  peseport.  If  a  citizen,  the  passport 
mast  be  from  thio  Department,  or  from  some 
United  States  minister  or  consul  abroad ;  and  if 
an  alien,  from  the  competent  authority  of  his  own 
country;  the  passport  to  be  countersigned  by  a 
diplomatic  agent  or  consul  of  the  United  State*. 
This  regulation  is  intended  to  apply  especially  to 
persons  proposing  to  come  to  the  United  State* 
from  the  neighboring  British  Provinces.  Its  ob- 
servance will  be  strictly  enforced  by  all  officers, 
civil,  military  and  naval,  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  State  and  Municipal 
authorities  are  requested  to  aid  in  its  execution. 
It  is  expected,  however,  that  no  immigrant  pa*- 
senger,  coming  in  manner  aforesaid,  will  be  ob- 
structed, or  any  other  persons  who  may  set  out 
on  their  way  hither  before  intelligence  of  this 
regulation  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  reach 
the  country  from  which  they  may  have  started.

Mr.  DeOosmos  alluded  to  a  paragraph  io 
the  Chronicle  referring  to  the  action  of  the 
oase  in  throwing  opt  the  Incorporati on.

It  was  intended  to  convey 
a  wrong  impression  to  the  public,  and  was 
worthy  of  a  paper  nine-tenths  of  wbose  re- 
ports were  habitually  incorrect.  The  boo. 
member  for  Esquimau  (Mr.  Southgate)  had 
admitted  to  him  (Mr.  OeOoomos|  afte 
•at  down  yesterday  that  what  had  been 
was  substantially  oorrect  ;  that  is,  it  was 
that  he  would  have  done  it  had  it  been  re- 
quired. 

CROWN  LANDS   AND  CIVIL  LIST. 

The  House  went  into  Committee  on  thie 
question,  Mr.  Franklin  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  M'Clure  rose  to  propose  an  amendment 
to  the  resolutions  before  the  committee  on 
the  Civil  List  qnestion.  It  was  not  neces- 
sary to  so  into  details  00  the  matter  of  the 
Crown  Lands.  This  had  bean  already  done 
over  and  over  again  in  the  House.  He  would 
simply  confine  himself  to  a  few  points  which 
seemejd  to  have  been  overlooked  by  hon.  gen- 
tlemen. In  1860,  81  and  62,  this  House  bad 
laid  down  the  principle  that  the  Crowb  Lands 
should  be  accepted  at  any  time — that  the 
Civil  List  should  be  paid  at  any  time 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  obose  to  pro- 
pose. .  The  Civil  List  waa  then  £3300.  bnt 
the  Duke  of  Newcastle  had  raised  it  to 
nearly  £6000.  Hence  the  refusal  to  take  the 
Ciown  lands.  In  response  to  despatches  of 
tbe  Homo  Government  asking  this  House  to 
pay  all  the  official  salaries  except  the  Gov- 
ernor's and  Colonial  Secretary's,  the  House 
had  agreed  to  indemnify  tbe  Executive  for 
paying  these  salaries,  aod  were  thus  paying 
the  half  of  the  Civil  List  without  receiving 
any  benefit,  and  meanwhile  the  agricultural 
of  the  colony  were  neglected,  tbe 
developmont  ot  its  resources  were  retarded, 
and  so  between  the  Governor,  Mr.  Card  well, 
and  the  House  nothing  was  being  done.  We 
were  bow  really  offered  the  Crown  Lands  for 
three  thousand  six  hundred  pounds  per  annum 
tor  we  already  paid  all  the  other  salaries  but 
tbe  Governors  and  Colonial  Saeretary'a.  Tbe 
question  really  was,  were  the  Crown  Lands 
worth  this  sum  t  The  Crown  Lands  bad 
been  stated  to  be  worth  £4,500  a  year,  and 
although  this  had  been  thought  likely  to 
decrease  year  by  year,  the  cootrary  might  be 
tbe  oase ;  if  the  gold  mines  tnrned  out  any- 
thing, the  value  of  the  lands  would  be  greatly 

X   One  hon.  gentleman  bad  rai 
tbe  idea  that  if  tbe  Crown  Lands  wore 
eepted  for  two  years,  the  colony  might 

Ge  of  them,  and  then  repudiate  the  Civil 
t ;  bat  that  gentleman  must  have  a  vary 
poor  idea  of  the  morality  of  tbe  people  and 
less  of  the  legal  difficulties  that  could  be 
interposed  to  such  an  act  There  was  also 
another  point  made  by  some  of  the  members 
against  accepting  tbe  Crown  lands  to  tbe 
effect  that  such  acceptance  wonld  give  tbe 
people  even  less  control  over  tbe  officials  than 
now.  If  be  thought  for  one  moment  that 
by  the  acceptance  of  the  Crown  Lands  we 
would  make  the  officials  irresponsible  and 
fixtures  in  the  oolooy  be  would  oppose  it  at 
oooe.  If  be  thought  that  tbe  claims  of  tbe 
colony,  or  rather  tbe  Crown  against  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company  would  be  imperilled,  he 
would  be  equally  strenuous  in  his  opposition. 
In  order, however,  to  remove  more  effectually 
any  dread  of  those  evils  he  bad  embraced  in 
tbe  resolution  which  be  held  io  his  hands  two 
provisions  that  would,  he  considered,  satis- 
factorily meet  tbe  oase.  What  be  desired 
above  all  things  was  to  see  an  eflort  made  to 
settle  tbe  qnestion  by  showing  to  the  Home 
Government  a  concilitory  spirit.  In  our 
present  policy  we  were  injuring  no  one  but 
ourselves,  aod  it  was  needless  to  say  we 
could  not  afford  to  receive  more  injury.  He 
would  repeat  we  were  a  small  colony, 
however  much  the  assertion  might  burl  the 
feelings  of  honorable  gentlemen  wboee  am- 
bition led  them  to  fancy  tbey  were  represent- 
ing a  mighty  empire  (hear,  bear).  He 
wanted  to  see  the  Crown  Lands  question 
settled  at'onoe  and  for  over  (hear,  hear).  He 
did  not  wish  to  see  it  brought  up  again  at 
tbe  end  of  two  years,  but  to  see  it  settled 
finally.  II  tbe  Home  Government 
Excellency  did  not  choose  to  aooept 
tbe  proposition  ot  this  House  let  thorn  bear 
the  responsibility.  He  did  not  wish  tbe  onos 
of  retarding  tbe  progress  of  the  country  to 
rest  on  tbe  House.  With  this  view  he  had 
drawn  up  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  House  in  order  to 
bing  tbe  settlement  of  the  vexed  qnestion  of 
tbe  Crown  Lands  to  a  speedy  issue,  and  in 
order  to  remove  every  possible  impediment 
in  the  way  of  onion  of  the  eolonies  of  Van- 
couver Island  and  British  Columbia,  accent 
the  Crown  Lands  00  the  terras  proposed  by 
Her  Msjesty's  Government ;  provided,  how- 
aver,  that  from  and  after  snob  acceptance 
and  until  uoion  of  tbe  colonies  shall  be  con 
automated,  tbe  officials  ol  the  eoleny  shall 
ba  made  responsible  to  tbe  people  in  tbe  same 
manner  as  the  officials  io  those  eolonies  pos- 
sessing responsible  Government,  with  this 
exoeption  that  there  shall  be  but  one  branch 
of  Legislature  based  on  tbe  franchise  of  the 
present  Assembly  ,  and  provided  further  that 
nothing  contained  in  tbe  terns  of  aoonptance 
shall  prejudice  any  claims  that  may  hereafter 
be  urged  by  this  colony  or  the  united  colo- 
nies of  Vancouver  Island  and  British  Col- 
umbia in  respect  of  any  past  sales  er  trans- 
fer of  land  made  in  the  colony  of  Vancouver 
Island  by  tbe  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
The  Home  Government  had  asked  as  to 

Eay  a  large  Civil  List—too  large,  aa  most 
on.  member*  would  admit  for  this  a*  a  se- 
parate colony,  and  as  the  Home  Government 
seemed  determined  to  insist  on  this  Civil 
List,  it  was  only  fair  thai  we  should  hava 
some  definite  and  effectual  control  over  it  It 
might  be  urged  that  the  colony  waa  too  small 
for  reepoawble  Government,  bat  the  sooner

We  had 
thrown  ourselves  before  tbe  Home  Govern 
ment  aa  suppliants,  for  union  on  suob  terms, 
and  under  such  a  constitution  aa  Her  Majes- 
ty's government  might  oboosa  ta  grant,  and 
now  the  hon.  junior  member  for  tbe  aity  pro- 
posed to  ask  for  responsible  government.  He 
hoped  bis  boo.  friend  would  forgive  him  for 
saying  that  such  a  proposition  was  perfeotly 
absurd.

Tbe  despatch  said  tbese  words— that  when 
tbe  House  voted  the  Civil  List  the  Home 
Government  was  prepared  to  give  over  tbe 
Crown  Lands,  -retaining  only  a  temporary 
control  till  affairs  with  tbe  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany were  closed.  If  tbe  word  '»  close" 
meant  "  open"  be  oonld  see  tbe  justice  of 
accepting  the  Crown  Lands  aa  they  were, 
bat  not  otherwise.  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment reserved  to  itself  exclusively  the  right 
to  olose  tbe  Hudson  Bay  Company's  affairs  ; 
it  did  not  give  us  a  right  to  open  up  tbe 
matter ;  to  examine  into  the  olaims  against 
tbe  Hudson  Bay  Company.  The  whole  ten- 
or of  tbe  Imperial  despatches  was  that  if  we 
took  the  Crown  Lands  we  must  ignore  tbe 
olaims  against  tbe  Hudson  Bay  Company.
